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KILLED WHILE ASLEEP. 


ArEngine Plunges Into a Pullman, 
Killing Passengers. 


South Quebec, Canada, July 9.—A dread- 

Craigs Road, Quebec, July 9.—In the early 
hours of this morning there occurred an 
accident on the Grand Trunk railroad at 
the station here that has seldom been 
equaied itn horror by any similar event in 
Canadian railway annals. 

A special. excursion passenger train, 
rushing along in the darkness of the early 
morning, crashed into another train of the 
same kind preceding it, and killed—just 
how many is not clearly known at pres- 
ent—but some twenty people are believed 
to be dead, and the wounded are num- 
bered in the vicinity of two score. At this 
writing exact figures are impossibic to ob- 
tain nor can the full list of names of the 
victims be had. 

The trains that came in collision were 
special excursion trains filled with  pil- 
grims en route from Sherbrooke, Rich- 
inond and Windsor Mills to Levis, where 
they were te cross over to Quebec and 
proceed to shrinc of St. Anne de Beau- 
pre, and were following one-another with 
an interval of some twenty minutes be- 
tween them. The forward train was mak- 
ing wood time, having ieft Richmond at 
10 o'clock the night before. On the rear 
of this train was a Pullman, in which were 
the priests and others in charge of the 
party and it was in this car that most of 
the loss of life occurred. The first train 
reached this station, which is fourteen 
miles west of Levis, about 3 o’clock and 
stopped at the tank to take water, Due 
precautions were taken and the semaphore 
signal was thrown to danger against the 
following train. The Pullman in the rear 
was wrapped in silence and the sleepers 
were unaware of the terrible fate that was 


rushing upon thm. 
Killed While Sleeping. 

Suddenly there was a great crash. The 
second train, coming at full’ speed, 
dashed into the rear Pullman of the first 
section. So great was the impetus of the 
colliding train that the engine imbedded 
itself in the palace car, and the latter 
plunged forward and partially -telescoped 
the first class car immediately in front. 
Every berth in the Pullman was wrecked 
and some of the occupants who were killed 
never knew what happened to them. They 
died sleeping. Others awoke to their hor- 
rible surroundings and position, maimed, 
bleeding and bruised, conscious of little 
else but the agony that racked them. 

It was an awful scene. The cries of the 
wounded and the moans of the dying and 
the outpouring of passengers from cars that 
were not badly damaged and the hurrying 
forms of the uninjured trainmen with 
their flickering lanterns, all combined to 
make a sight seldom exceeded in its tragic 
horrors. 

The work of rescue was done as soon as 
possible. When the blinding clouds of 
steam had subsided, the trainmen, priests 
and others got together and the dead and 
wounded wére taven from the ruins of the 
éngine, the Pullman and the first-class 
tar and removed to temporary quarters, 
where the women of the party ministered, 
as best they could, to the wants of the 
maimed pilgrims. They tore off their un- 
derclothing and made bandages for gaping 
wounds. Word was at once sent to Mon- 
treal and an order from there was sent 
to Levis to send out a force of doctors 
fram Quebec to attend to the wounded 
and a foree of men to clear the track. 
The special train from there reached here 
at an early hour and all of the wounded 
that could be moved were placed on board 
and sent east to Levis. where they could 
be cared for in hospitals. 

It is hard to say where the blame for 
the accident rests. It has been suggested 
that Engineer McLeod might have dozed 
off to sleep and thus missed seeing the 
warning semaphore and was not conscious 
of his whereabouts. Indeed this would 
seem to be the only theory that can be 
advanced, but a strict investigation will be 
held at once to determine where the re- 
sponsibility rests.

THE AMERICANS WIN 


Cornell Takes the First Race, the 
Leander Not Rowing 


THEY WERE NOT READY 70 START 


The Umpire Understood Them To 
Say They Were Ready. 


ENGLISHMEN GREATLY DISAPPOINTED 


Great Crowds Were Out To See the Open- 
ing Event ofthe Regattea—Fine Rac- 
ing Exveocted Today. 


Henley, England, July 9.—The weather 
was cloudy in the early hours of the 
morning and it was greatly feared that 
the principal features of the Thames row- 
ing season would be marred by rain, but 
the clouds lifted about 10 o’clack and the 
sun shone brightly, while there was a re- 
freshing breeze all along the river. 

The entire length of the regatta course 
was lined with craft of every description 
and crowds of people gathered on the 
Berks and Oxfordshire banks of the river

long before there was an sign of activity 
among the managers, comm:ttee or crews 
taking part in the events of the day. The 
inclosed grand stand on the Berks side of 
the finish was packed with beautifully 
dressed ladies and their escorts and every 
accessible point along the course on both 
sides was jammed with enthusiastic s'ght- 
seers. ‘Last year the attendance was enor- 
mous, but today’s crowd eclipsed all pre- 
vious gatherings. 

‘Houseboats were more numerous than 
ever and the demand for them was so 
great that the most exorbitant prices 
charged for their rental were paid with- 
out grumbling. The Corneil crew was the 
center of interest and the Argonaut Row- 
ing Club’s four, of Toronto, Ont., attracted 
a full share of attention. 

The principal event of the day was the 
eight-oared race for the grand challenge 
cup, which is rowed in heats, the final one 
being dec:ded on the last day of the re- 
gatta. The crews entered for this race

When Umpire Willafia gave the word to 
g0, the most intense excitement prevail- 
ed among the poreey of spectators who 
had gathered along course. Shortly 
after the starting sigmal was given, the 
Americans could be seen from the Berks 
shore far down the river, 

The Leanders were in sight, and it 
was at first supposed the crowds of 
boats along the banks:obscure’ the view, 
but this belief was dispelled when as the 
Cornell crew neared the finish post in 
grand style, the Leanders were still in- 
visible. Their absence at the finish cre- 
ated a scare among the supporters of the 
English crew, and many were the reasons 
assigned for their failure to appear. ., 

The Ithaca men rowed a fine race, al- 
though they were unopposed. They came 
in looking cool and fresh, and were greet- 
ed with bursts of cheers by the spectators, 
many of whom took *the Cornell cry, 
which was started by 5 friends of the 
crew and repeated a#@@&im and again all 
along both shores. — mn the umpire’s 
launch came up to thé: ss inclosure it 
was learned that the® pire gave the 
word to start after having asked the crews 
if they were ready. Mr. Willand states 
that he heard no reply from either boat 
until immediately after? the start, when 
he heard the Leander men protesting. He 
thought Me had given the crews a fair 
start, and could see no reason‘for calling 
the boats back, especially as the Leanders 
had pulled four or fivé strokes. It was 
not until the Cornell ménm had reached the 
winning post that the umpire was informed 
by the other regatta offitfals on board the 
launch, that the Leanderg, before the start 
was given, had said they were not ready. 
The umpire, natwithstanding these state- 
ments, maintained his right to award the 
heat to the Cornell crew. 

Later, the Leanders paddled down from 
their boathouse above the winning post, 
but did not again maké their appearance 
during the afternoon, preferring to remain 
at their headquarters of Temple island. 

United States Ambassador Bayard was 
among those who followed the Americans 
over the course on: the Umpire’s boat. 

When seen this evening, the members of 
the Leander eight all agreed'in the state- 
ment that when Umpire Willand asked 
“Are you ready?’ they shouted ‘‘No.’’ 

Colonel Willand, on the other hand, is 
equally positive that he heard no reply to 
his question. The Leanders state that 
when the word ‘go was given, some ot 
the crew attempted to start, taking a few 
strokes, but that practically their boat 
remained at the post. 

The board of stewards have decided 
against the protest of the Leander crew 
and sustained the umpir@in awarding the 
heat in the grand challemge race to Cor- 
nell,

Cashier Butler, of Daluth, on the War- 
path. 

Chicago, July 9.—A special to The. Chron- 
icle, from Duluth, says the sequel to the 
recent bank robbery at Rainy Lake, Minn., 
came today.

‘PEACHES AND MELONS 


The Crop This Year Is One of the 
Largest Ever Gathered. 


COTTON IS MAKING G00D HEADWAY 


The (Official Bulletin for the Week Js- 
sued by the Loeal Director of 
the Weather Bureau. 


It begins to look as if the peach crop this 
year will be the largest ever gathered. 
The trees are fairly drooping under the 
Weight of their luscious burden and every 
orchard in the state will yield an abun- 
dent crop. 

This is good nows. The same conditions 
that produce a heavy fruit crop produce 
good health. The two go hand in hand. 

Melons are rolling into market every day 
and the crop is a very fine one. Cotton 
is doing well and the indications are that 
the farmers of Georgia will have a pros- 
perous year. 

The following is the crop bulletin for the 
week; 

“The week just ended was the wettest 
since the beginning of the season, the rain- 
lail being in the snape of snuwers atlenucd 
with warm sunsn.ne. ‘Ine temperature 
conditions were about normal, though in 
a few iocalities the nights were cooler 
inan was good for cotton. All crops are 
es Very rap.dly, cotton ospecialiy. 

@ curn crop continues very promising, 
a good harvest being already assured in 
SOlwe of the southern counties. J’eaches 
and melons are abundant, the fireat named 
crop bidding fair to turn out the heaviest 
ever known in the state. Wet weather has 
delayed the ‘laying by’ of crops in the 
nortnern districts, where some injury .s 
also reported to grain in the fieid and 
shock. Several severe local storms occur- 
red during tne week, causing much cam- 
age by breaking down truit trees, pros- 
trating cotn and oats where not harvested.

‘During the past week the temperature 
has been slight.y below rhe norimai in the 
northwest ‘reciion.

Northeast Section. 


“The past week in this section of the state 
has been very favorable for all crop 
growth, but very unfavorable for farm 
work. The frequent and abundant show- 
ers have given new life to all crops which 
had suffered lately for the want of rain, 
while on the other hand the rains have re- 
tarded farm work, and grass and weeds 
are beginning to grow. Corn is now grow- 
ing rapidly. Cotton is very small; the 
Stands, however, are very fair, and are, as 
a rule, well werked. Gardens are doing 
well. The green worm has worked consi- 
erable damage to cabbages in some locali- 
ties. Sorghum -is doing tolerably well. 
Cane, peas, melons and late corn is doing 
finely. Wheat and oats are very nearly 
all thrashed out. Oats are extra good; 
wheat middling. The present indications 
point to good yields of most all present 
and growing crops. There is no change 
in the fruit prospect, which continues good, 


West Section. 


“In the western section there has been an 
excess of precipitation. Crops have gener- 
ally continued to improve, but farm work 
has been very much delayed by the frequent 
rains. Corn has a small stalk, the upland 
planting has about all beén laid by in good 
condition. Oats have been cut, and where 
still in the field, are being injured by rain. 
Cotton is small for the season, but report- 
ers say that blooms are becoming plentiful. 
Potatoes are growing rapidly and give 
‘promise ot a large yield. Some rot.is ap- 
pearing in peaches, due, no doubt, to an 
exaess of inoisture. Gardens are very good. 


Central Section. 


“Reports received from the central coun- 
ties show that crops have continued to, im- 
prove, but frequent rains have allowed the 
farmer but little time for farm work. Grass 
has gained: some headway in the fields, but 
with favorable weather it will soon be 
eradicated. Watermelons are beginning to 
ripen. Corn is very fine and has been laid 
by. Sugar cane is growing rapidly. Of cot- 


‘ton little can be said, except that it is in 


average condition, but is rather small and 
late. A week of sunshine is now needed in 
these counties. Peaches are rotting on the 
trees. Owing to a scarcity in the supply of 
sweet potato slips the acreage will be some- 
what less than was exected. A large crop 

SPocas has been planted on stubble land. 
Pasture lands and hay fields are flourishing, 
grass being a very luxuriant growth. Gar- 
dens are generally_in fine shape and the 
supply of vegctablés is abundant. 


East Section. 


“This has been the banner week ih the 
eastern section of the state, and all reports 
received are of a most encouraging nature. 
All during the week light.showers fell, anc 
on the 7th the section wag visited by a gen- 
eral rain which, outside of a little washing 
of the land, was of incalculable benefit to 
all growing crops, except possibly cotton. 
The nights have been too cool and the days 
*too wet for cotton, and the plant is the 
smallest for this season in veers; however, 
VS is of good color and blooming nicely. 

Corn is about all made and is in excelicnt 
condition; the yield will be large. Large 
quantities of peas haye been planted and 
are a good stand. The cane crop is on a 
boom. Gardens about the sumo as last 
week. Pastures are improving. Spring 
— have all bcen harvested, and the crop, 

ugh small, was never better. Water- 

clons are beginning to ripen; the crop 
pee to be about an average one.

“A fovw localities in the southwest section 
are still in need of rain.

The cloudy wet weather 
has caused some rot in peaches. Melons 
are not very good, there being some com- 
plaint of the vines dying from rust, the re- 
sult of too much moisture. Peas and su- 
garcane are growing nicely.

‘Reports from the southern counties are 
encouraging, withough too much rain has 
fallen for some crops. Corn could not be 
better. and the largest yield for years is ex- 
pected.
